SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Swank's College Girls April #64 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is mostly comprised of photospreads containing explicit depictions of 
young naked women engaging in sexual activity. Even though these models are said 
to be over 18 years of age, some of them appear much younger and this is further 
accentuated by text accompanying these images concentrating on sexual 
inexperience, or students actively engaging in sexual activity with older mentors. Other 
text in a number of advertisements further advances the idea of sexual activity 
between young persons and adults. Collectively these images and text are primarily 
presented for the sexual arousal of the adult male reader. The reader is encouraged to 
regard young women in their early teens as legitimate partners for adults in sexual 
activity, or appropriate and acceptable objects of sexual fantasy. The magazine 
therefore tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with 
Parliament's intention that publications that promote or support, or tend to promote or 
support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, are deemed to be 
objectionable. 
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
